Press dispatches say Cbicsfo is to be 

the center of a great union of organiza- 
tions co]iij)o.>ed of (".ermaii-.Americans 
who are antagonistic to auy plans that 
would bring about an alliance between 
the United States and a foreign power. 
Thill was the enthusiastic sentiment of 
the representatives of two score German 
societies Monday night at Schiller Hall. 
Offera of hearty co-operation were re- 
ceived from half a dozen cities scattered 
throughout the country, and proinisi-s 
made that if the initiative were under- 
taken by Chicago against an Anglo- 
American pact or any other agreement 
that would embarrass the nation the 
Oemian-Americans in other dtles would 
apeedlly follow the example. A perma- 
nent organization resulted directly from 
the gathering. Thirty ddegates were 





fessed that (he libelous charges made 
against him some time ago were nntme.

The Kentucky Irish American has 
taken no side in the petty (pii-rrcls be- 
tween the Tinics .snd Hie Courier-Journal 
on the one hand .itid the I'ost and the 
Dispatch on the other. The public is 
not intnrested in the quarrels of news- 
paper men, but the editora of these rival

Col. Whallen nee<ls no defense from 
this paper.

As a 
factor in politics, however, it 
amounts to but little, only adding 
seat and excitement to the cam- 
paign, except as it inav influence 
the partisan and ignorant. Usually 
the inuendos, though startling and 
sensational, lack directness and de- 
tail, and are only general and super- 
ficial. Occasionally, however, in 
the heat of partisanisni, direct 
charges affecting character are made, 
evidencing malice and likely to in- 
jure one's standing among his fel- 
lows. Then the courts are called 
on and generally vindicate the 
maligned individual. 

Col. John H. Whallen has been 
made the victim of more ridicule, 
abuse and charges than any man in 
this State, and until recently bore it 
good-naturedly as a part of the way 
of politics, but there is a limit to 
forbearance, '«ven in one of the 
genial disposition of Col. Whallen, 
who, though a jx)litician charged 
with everything known in the cal- 
endar of political chicanery, is well 
known to the people generally as 
an upright and public-spirited citi- 
zen, honorable in his dealings, 
prominent in every generous and 
charitable move. So persistent and 
directly personal had the charges of 
the ix)litical newspapers against 
Whallen become that to the people 
out in the State and many here 
who do not know him. Col. Whallen 
was regarded as a bold, unscrupu- 
lous rascal, uuworthy of respect or 
confidence, whose only fit place was 
in the penitentiary, and everything 
and everybody known or supposed 
to be identified in any way with 
Whallen was subjected to like vi 
tuperation, the efforts to wreck the 
Dispatch bj' litigation being due to 
its defense of Whallen more than to 
anything else. 

The Times had for months been 
most prominent in publishing those

He sued the 
Thnes for libeU The suit dragged 
through many stages in the courts 
for months, owing to the legal 
quibbling of the Times' attorneys, 
who were beaten at every move 
and finally compelled to toe the 
mark, the case being called for trial 
in the Common Pleas Court last 
Monday. Brought to a .stand-up 
and show-down, the Times' attor- 
neys asked for a conference of coun- 
sel, which, being granted, resulted 
in the Times retracting all charges 
against Col. Whallen, agreeing to 
pay the costs and asking that the 
case be dismissed, which was done 
on their presenting for record 
signed agreement to that effect.

RMord ol the rioat Important of 

the Recent Events CulM. 
From Exchanges. 



( )ii Satunlay, at the Kilmainham Ses- 
sion*, the Recorder refuaed to confirm 
the Hcenae of Uie Pingal Hotel, Clontarf: 

.\t a apedal mcetioK of Uie Sligo Cor- 
l>orHtion a reiMlution proposed by Alder- 
man AIcHugh ami seconded l)y .-Mderman ' 
Foley in favor of the railway amalgama- 
tion scheme was unanimoualjr adopted. 

Dr. D. P. Murphy, Coroner for North 
Wexford, held an inquest on the body of 
Richard Courtney, who committed sui- 
cide by shooting himself. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of suicidc while tempo- 
rarily insane. 

The new Great Hunster fair, held in 
Limerick, was but poorly soppUed with 
horses, the great majority of the animals 
sent in for sale being of the tramcar and 
trooper class. The few superior animals 
fetched good prices. 

At Lisbum Work-house the South 
Antrim Coroner held an inquest on the 
body of John Deamond, a native of Kil- 
britten, Ihmdoo, Cork, who died from 
injuries received during a dispute at Car- 
ryduff on St. Patrick's day. 

The Very Rev. Patrick Canon Sher- 
idan died at his residence the Presbytery, 
Ferbane, after only two days' illness, 
the immediate cause of death being par- 
alysis. The late Dr. Sheridan was P. P. 
of the sndent parish of Gallen. 

At a meeting of the Dublin Trades 
Council last night a cordial vote of 
thanks was ]>assed to Rev. Father Kava- 
naugh, St. Audeons, for giving the con- 
tract for the completion of bia church 
to an Irlah Urn and using Irish material. 

The funeral of the late Dr. K. Costello 
took place ai I'erbane, and was only ex- 
ceeded in numbers by that of his friend, 
Canon Sheridan. The deceased was a 
comparatively young man, and the son 
of the late C. W. Coatello, of Springfield, 
Moate. 

Resolutions are being adopted heart- 
ily approving the proposed Kingscourt, 
Keady and Armagh railway, on the .self- 
evident principle that the more facilities 
there are for the transit of live Stock in 
Ireland the better both for owners and 
traders." 

Tlie yjcil March fair of Carlow was 
held recently. There was a large (luan- 
tity of business transacted, and every- 
thing in a forward condition met with a 
ready sale. There was a good show of 
beef, but prices were scarcely ao good as 
at some recent Mn. 

Mr. \V. i:. CorlH'tt who, for the last 
forly-tivi' \ ear--, has been City Surveyor 
under the lorporalion, lias tendered his 
resignation of the otlice, a communica- 
tion to that effect having been received 
from the Tovn Clerk. The emohiments 
of the office ate fl ,875 ftr annum. 

At a recent convention of representa- 
tives of the Trade and I<at>or Leagues in 
the different districts in North Tipperary 
in the Town Hall, Teuipleniore. The 
following branches were represented: 
Templemore, TburUs, Ballycabill, Tem- 
pletnohy, Borriaoliegfa and Tbomv a ra. 

.At the late Middleton Petty Sessions 
Mr. \V. O'Hrieii, of Dally vo<lock, was 
fined liir selling milk which was I'.' ])er 
cent, deficient in fat. The certificate of 
the local analyst, Mr. O'Maboney, had 
been substentially corroborated at Somer- 
set Hoare, to which a sample of the milk 
had been sent. 

In conse(|uence of the intense feeling 
displayed b\ a section of the inhabitants 
of Belfast in connection with the alleged 
Ritualistic propensities of the rector of 
St. Clement's church, it is stetcd that the 
Right Rev. Or. Wetland, Bishop of Down 
and Connor and Dromore. has ofdcrad 
the edifice to be closed indefinitely. 

A benefit j)erformance for Mr. John 
Gunn. on the occasion of his leaving 
Dublin, was given in the Gaiety Theater, 
The Dublin University Dramatic Club 
played "The Red Lmnp," and a aumber 
of well-known artiste took 'part in an 
interesting concert. The attendance, 
which was very fashionable, iiuiuded 
the Ivord Mayor and the I/3rd Chancellor. 

Dr. W. Sexton, Coroner for West Clare, 
held an inquest at Beloghera on the body 
of an old man whoae body waf fonnd in 
a river the previous moniing. It appears 
he went out to look after cattle, and be- 
ing a long time absent, a search was 
made for him and his iMxIy was found in 
the river, face downward. .\ verdict of 
tound drowned was returned. 

A serious covert fire commenced on 
Saturday morning of hut we^ on the 
King's county borders and extended 
from the townland of Barraghness into 
Garryhinch, then traveling over one 
thou.sand acres, across through the forest 
and into Koseiialis, in the (Jucen's coun- 
ty, where a river intercepted its destruct- 
ive course. The country covered by this 
moving conflagration waa moaUy- in 
heather. ' 

In the course of some fsrming opera- 
tions carried out at ( igonnelloe, near 
Kill aloe, during the past couple of weeks 
large qiiuntities of stone, impregnated 
with gold and silver, were found by the 
woriunen. Steps are being taken to form 
a company to operate upon the lands. 
Some English specnlaton haveaheady 
aignified their intantioa of viaitiog the 
place. 

A Lougbboro' Ci r'es[x>ndeiit rei)Orls 
that a sad shooting fatality occurreil at 
PaAFferni, near that town. During the 
ahaance of their parenu at the market a 
boy and girl naaad .Handlajr began 
playing with • gnn which waa hnng on a 
beam in the hooae. The girl asked if 
the gun was loaded, and her brother 
pulled the trigger to ascertain, with the 
reaolt that the girl's head was blown off. 

The wife of Mr. Coplen J.Angford, a 
County Limerick grand juror, magistrate 
and land-owner, reaiding near Sliana- 
golden, has committed suicide. The de- 
ceased was discovered in the pantry of 
her residence on Sunday morning with 
u shocking wotwd in the throat, in- 
flicted with a razor, and she died the 



night. The unhappy lady, wlio is 
aaid to have been an Englishwoman, was 
only recently married. 

Mr. JuaUce Meredith. Chief of the 
Land Commisaioa, ^Mlvered judgment 
in cases on the estate of Lord Duffetin in 
which the existence of the Ulster tenant- 
right custom «as <|ue.stione<l. The court 
held that usage existed whicb amounted 
to custom, but in a very restricted sen.se. 
The tenants were entitled to compenss- 
tion only for improvements made by 
them, bacaose the laildlord had contrib- 
uted toward the making of improvemento 
on this estate. 

Coroner llyrne held an inquest at 
Row's, near Kanturk, touching the recent 
sad death under painful circumstances of 
Mrs. Laugford, wife of Arthur Langford. 
The evidence verified the statement al- 
ready published. Deceased, had been 
suffering from hallucinations and wAs 
very depressed in mind for some time. A 
verdict of stiicide while of unsound mind 
was returned, to which was attached a 
rider expressive of sympathy and con- 
dolence with Mr. Langford and family. 

There is prospect of a bnat of O'Gor- 
nian Mahon, by Mr. J. Adams Acton, 
the well-known I.,ondon sculptor, being 
added to the National Portrait Callery, 
Dublin. Mr. Adams Acton was a friend 
of O'Gorman Mahon. In fact the old 
veteran practically lived with him during 
the last years of his life, and was the 
godfather of one of the sculptor's sons. 
The bust waa recently seen by a repre- 
sentative of the National Portrait Gal- 
lery with, it is lielieved, a view to pur- 




In Dublin the Vice-Chancellor has 
granted a perpetual Injunction with costs 
against the \ City and Suburban Race 
Course Company to prevent them hold- 
ing race meetings on Sunday in future. 
The action was brought by residents of 
Drumcondra, within which the race- 
course is situated, on the ground that 
Sunday racing attracted crowds which 
caused the public thoroughfares to be- 
come obatnwted, to the annoyance and 
disturbance of congregations worahip- 
ping in the neighborhood. 

Recently a woman named Mar\ Mc- 
Cann, aged sixty-five years, was found 
dead in a byre under very ])ecnliar cir- 
cumstances. It appears the deceased, 
who held a small farm in the townland of 
Clady, County Armag)|, went out to milk 
a cow. She waa a considerable time in 
the byre, and her son getting uneasy 
went out and found her dead. .An in- 
()uest was held, and the medical evidence 
went to show that deceased had a bruise 
on her body caused by a kick, and also 
one. on her head. The jury found in ac- 
cordance with the evidence. 

Mr. T. W. Russell, M. P., will move a 
resolution in favor of a Catholic I'niver- 
sity for Ireland at the sessional dinner of 
the I nited Club, to be held on April 'IG. 
The I'niteil Club is a Tory organization, 
which has practically no habitation as a 
club, but holds an annual dinner at 
which Lord Salisbury and Mr. A. J. Bal- 
four occasionslly attend. Discussions 
always follow the dinners, as at the 
Eighty Club; the most important ques- 
tions of the day are taken up and de- 
bated without a division being taken. 
The member for South Tyrone has shown 
no smaU amount of courage in selecting 
the Irish University qnaetion for Ms snb- 
ject. 

' Several new appointments have lieen 
maile in the National I\ducatioii Office 
during the past month. Owing to the 
retirement, under the age rule, of Mr. 
Craig from the SuperintendenUhip of the 
Inspection Office — one of the moat im- 
portent, but entirely nnomamental, poai- 
tions of the Department— Bfr. James 
Hand has been selected to fill bis posi- 
tion. The selection is a good one, for 
Mr. Hand has, like most of the best of- 
ficials in Tyrone House, risen from the 
ranks. The vacancy created by Mr. 
Hand's promotion has been filled by Mr. 
Scaly'a elevation to a int-class clerkship, 
his place aa Caahier being given to Mr. D. 
Carroll, a clerk of the second division. 

;\t :• nieeling of the Scottish WonMU'S 
Liberal Federation, under the pcsridency 
of Lady Helen Murro Ifeegamin in, Dun- 
dee, resolutions were paaaed favoring aim- 
plification of the faetqry acts, the exten- 
sion of the system of women iliqMCtors, 
urging that |K)wer prohibiting OT limiting 
liquor licences be placed in the hands of 
the electorate, and supporting the liquor 
trafiic local veto ( Scotland I bill and Sir 
John Leng grocers' bill. The Federation 
also declar«l that the taxation of ground 
valuea ought to be considered, ind re- 
affirmed ite adherenee to Home Rule for 
Ireland, and recorded ite opposition to 
the State regulation of vice. 

The Scotch Mininj; Company, whose 
representatives for some time past have 
been making an elaborate«xamination of 
the extent and resooioas of the Drumagh 
coal fields, County Oerk, are so aatiafied 
with the ricbneaa of the strate that they 
have concluded negotiations with the 
landloril, William N. Leader, of Rosnalie, 
and have almost completed their prepara- 
tions for opening the works. A large 
number of colliers' dwellings are now all 
but completed, while an immense quan- 
tity of machinery of the moat modem 
and approved deacriftion ia arriving 
daily. It ia eatimated that operations wil] 
be commenced on May 1, when work 
will be fonnd for 100 hands for a start. 
It is also contemplated to start a brick- 
niakitig industry in connection with the 
mining operations.

Month and Tamed Him to 
Good Behavior. 



We recently published an article on 
"The Kentiickian's Weakness," and Mr. 
James Andrew Scott, the popular Frank- 
fort attomex, haa given a practical verifi- 
cation of it. Mr. Scott ia a quiet, inoffen- 
sive and courteous gentleman, whom no 
one could suspect of being a "slii^;jfcr," 
yet here is what Rev, W. Taylor tells 
the St. I.oiiis Republic he did tr) an 
English Lord in a New York hotel for 
using cnaa words in the preaence of 
ladiea:

"The clerk was aent for, but lie said 
that the head dark had given orders not 
to interfere with the party in any wajr. 
The head clerk was summoned. He said 
that the Hnglishtnan and his party were 
worth about jl,(i00aday to the hotel, 
and that interference with him would not 
be permitted. In the meantime the pro- 
fanity had become unbearable, and Mr. 
Scott called a policeman, but tlie police- 
man waa stopped at the office down- 
stairs. 

"Mrs. Scott and her daughters were al- 
most frantic. Mr. Scott is a ICentuckian 
to the manner Iwrn, ami every inch of 
him is true to the traditions of his noble 
State. He gallantly undertook inter- 
natioMl negotiations. At this juncture 
a gentleman, who claimed to be the Sec- 
retary of the party, presented himself 
with the statement that he was authorized 
to settle any bill for damages. Just then 
an oath was launched by his Highness, 
lirected at any one who would presume 
to interfere with his conduct. 

"The Kentuckisn, scantily clad, sailed 
into the room of hia lordahip, dealt him 
a blow in the mouth that rattled the teeth 
ia his head and piled him in a heap on 
the bed. In another moment Mr. Scott 
had his lordship by the throat. In the 
scuffle that followed the bcil broke down. 
Than his lordship sued for peace, which 



was granted as gallantly the imnlt had 

been avenged. 

"In leaving, Mr. Scott ventured a little 
advice to the effect that if his lordship 
shouM \\lilMi|>er again that night he 
would oe pitched from the window. The 
hint waa sufficient, .\merica was again 
victorious, and the hotel waa quiet 
through all the remaining days of Mr. 
Scott's sojourn. "

RACB FOR "the FLAa 



Right Rev. John Ambrose Watterson, 
Bishop of the Diocese of Columbus, Ohio, 
died suddenly last Monday momin«from 
the efiecta of paralysia of the heart. He 
waa a auAi of vtded accomplishments, 
possessing scbolsriy attainments of a 
high order, and was universally beloved 
by a large circle of friends throughout 
the entire country. He was a cousin of 
Hon. Henry WatMaaon, editor of the 
Coorier-Joamal. 

Bishop Wattersoa had been in poor 
health for a long time. He intended to 
sail for Europe shdTtly, hut his ill-health 
had foroeil him to postiM)ne the date of 
sailing from time to time. He was less 
than tifly-five years of age at the lime of 
his death, but had a reputation for schol- 
arly eloquence and broad Christianity 
not excelled by any clergyman in the 
land. The tolling of the bell of St. 
Joeepb'a Cathednd was the first an- 
nouncement that the Bishop had passed 
to 'lis rewanl. 

The ilistiiiguished prelate was well 
known here, and throngs greeted his 
appearance at the Catbe<lral. 

Bishop Watter.son returned home from 
Washington Saturday in apparently good 
health, but while away hie had a severe 
fainting apell and was qusrteredat the 
Ebbitt House for two days. He attended 
to his customary dutit s Saturday, and in 
the evening he was ((uite fatigueil. Sun- 
day morning he ajipeared to be much re- 
freshed and assiste<l at the i<::tO mass. His 
brother, Mr. A. V. D. R. Watterson, the 
well-known Pittaburg attorney, was with 
him during the morning arranging mat- 
ters for the proposed foreign tour. The 
two brothers intended sailing for Knrope 
May 3, and the liishop contemplated leav- 
ing Columbus .Simday. Sunday after- 
noon was the time fixed for confirtiialion 
at St. Mary's church, and, notwithstand- 
ing his enfeebled condition, the Bishop 
determined to administer the sacrament. 
He carried out his intentions, and for 
nearly two hours he assisted in the ser- 
vices, and late in the afterrfoon he con- 
firmed a class of 111 children and adults. 
Ever since his elevation to the bishopric 
Bishop Watterson has made it a point 
to lectiue to the children on confirmation 
day and warn them against the evils of 
intcmpenmoe. 

Por the fint tine, Snnday he waa un- 
equal to the taiktaad, after administer- 
ing the sacrament and giving a few words 
of advice, he returne<l to \\\^ ir^iileiice, 
Sunday evening he took a drive and re- 
turned home at an early hour. He went 
to his bed chamber unobserved, and not 
till Monday morning was it known that 
he ap«|lt the night in a chair in bis bad- 
room. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing Mrs. Curry, the housekeeper, accord- 
ing t<> her custom since the Bishop has 
been in bad health, went to his room to 
•ee if she could be of any a.ssistance to 
him. On opening the door she was sur- 
prised to see Mm reclining in a dudr. 
His face indicated suffering. He was 
awake, and when Mrs. Curry entered the 
room he asked for a drink of water. The 
housekeeper was (juick to respond to his 
wish. lie drank it all and said: "That 
tastes very good." These were the last 
words that he was heard to utter, for 
alaioot instantly be c oa w e a ced breathing 
hard, aad awaydf fioai oae aide of the 
chair to the other.^ 

Father Charles A. Watterson was 
aroused and notified of the Bishop's con- 
dition. He at once went to the room 
and saw at a glance that the end was 
near. Conditional absolution was given , 
and while the priest waa anointing the 
dying man a gmrgHng soaad waa heard, 
the body swayed in the chair and the 
spirit took its flight. 

The only ones present at the time were 
Fathers Watterson an<l Kessler, .Mrs. 
Curry and Miss Wise. Dr. J. J. Magru- 
der was notitied of the Bishop's condi- 
tion, but he arrived too late. 

Thouaanda attended the funeral oere- 
nionies at the Columbus Cathedral on 
j Thurstlay morning. The building was 
packed and the streets fille<l for many 
blocks in every direction. Friends were 
there and <llstinguished prelates, who 
sadly viewed the procession. The Cathe- 
dral was heavily draped in moorning. 
The wall behind the altar waa draped in 
solid black, ttie estrene whiteaeaa of the 
alur standing oat in b<4d relief. Ponti- 
fical high mass was celebrated, with 
Archbishop Hlder of Cincinnati as cele- 
brant. Five hundred priests were pres- 
ent in the sanctuary, including Bishop 
McCloskey, of this city. The services at 
the grave were short but impressive, and 
when ended the |>ody waa lowered to its 
last resting place, and then a large con- 
course alowly and sadly dlap e r aed, liaiv- 
ing their beloved >Blaiuip sleeping aa^d 
the aeea^e of aatqn aad to await the 
resnrrectfda
